MEDICS STRIKE 
AT HOSPITAL IN 
CONTRACT ROW 


Hundreds of appointments cancelled during walkout

STRIKING junior doctors staged a 
protest outside Princess Alexandra 
Hospital (PAH) during this week’s 
national two-day walkout. 

The strike, which was held 
between 8am and 5pm on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, was the latest in the 
dispute between the British Med¬ 
ical Association (BMA) and the 
Government over the imposition of 
a new contract. 

It was the first time those taking 
part in the ongoing industrial 
action had refused to provide emer¬ 
gency cover. 

Earlier this week the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital Trust said it 
had drawn up plans to limit the 
impact of the strike wherever pos¬ 
sible but said the focus would be on 
maintaining emergency services. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) the hos¬ 
pital revealed it had to cancel 329 


appointments and postpone two 
operations as a result of the strike. 
However, a total of 2,266 appoint¬ 
ments went ahead as scheduled. 

Chief medical officer Dr Andy 
Morris said: “We have worked hard 
to manage staffing rotas during the 
strike and even though there is very 
high demand in the hospital at the 
moment we are committed to min¬ 
imising disruption for patients. 

Treatment 

“We have organised additional 
senior clinical teams to support our 
emergency services. We are also 
urging everyone to consider the 
most appropriate treatment choice 
for their condition.” 

People with outpatient appoint¬ 
ments were advised to attend as 
normal unless they have been con¬ 
tacted by the hospital and told oth¬ 
erwise. However, they were warned 
about the possibility of delays and 
advised to take refreshments with 
them.

The dispute between the BMA 
and Government centres around 
working hours and pay, particularly 
on Saturdays. Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt insists the new con¬ 
tract offers junior doctors higher 
pay on Saturdays than almost any 
other public-sector worker. 

Junior doctor Zohra Qureshi, 
who lives in Bishop’s Stortford and 
whose son was born at PAH, said: 
“The dispute over the new contract 
has been going on for years but has 
escalated in recent months. Last 
month the Department of Health 
released a model contract and also 
an equality impact assessment. The 
contract was worse than expected. 

“At the moment, many hospital 


rotas are left with gaps. Doctors 
work extra unpaid hours regularly 
and the situation can sometimes be 
so bad that there are only 50 per cent 
of the required doctors to cover a 
night shift in some departments. 

“This is already a dangerous situ¬ 
ation and is set to get worse. The 
day-to-day cover on the wards is 
sometimes worse than it has been 
on strike days.” 

Worried 

She added: “I am genuinely wor¬ 
ried about the impact of the new 
contract on the future of the NHS. 
The Government has not listened to 
our concerns; 54,000 highly qual¬ 
ified professionals can’t all be 
wrong. 

“I accept that the strikes are caus¬ 
ing inconvenience to patients and 
this is really not what anyone 
wanted, but if the contract goes 
ahead NHS services will get worse 
and the overall effect is worse care 
for everyone.”

Two arrests 
after pair 
hit by van 

TWO people have been arrested 
after two pedestrians were 
struck by a van in Harlow. 

The victims, one aged 24 and 
the other 19, were walking in the 
Potters Field area of town 
shortly before 1.45pm last 
Thursday when they were struck 
by the van which had mounted 
the kerb at the junction of Red 
Lion Lane. 

The driver of the vehicle failed 
to stop after hitting the pair. 

The 19-year-old man, who lives 
in Harlow, suffered internal 
injuries and was taken to 
hospital by air ambulance. He is 
said to be in a stable condition. 

The 24-year-old, also from 
Harlow, escaped with minor 
injuries. 

Inquiries 

The following day detectives 
said a 22-year-old man, who has 
not been named, had been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder. 

He was later released on police 
bail until June 29 while inquiries 
continue. 

On Tuesday police arrested a 
second man in connection with 
the incident. 

Cormac Roberts, 21, a labourer 
of Radburn Close, Harlow, was 
due to appear at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court yesterday 
(Wednesday) charged with 
making threats to kill and 
possession of an offensive 
weapon.

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Town store jobs at 
risk in BHS crisis 

High street chain goes into administration

STAFF working in the BHS store in 
Harlow are facing an uncertain future 
after the high street chain was placed in 
administration after talks to secure a 
rescue package collapsed. 

Administrators from Duff & Phelps 
have been called in after negotiations 
with Sports Direct and other potential 
funders failed on Sunday night. 

This week Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
said that his heart went out to the 
workers who face “difficult and uncer¬ 
tain futures”. 

“I have contacted the Government 
and BHS to ask how their employment 
rights and pensions are to be protec¬ 
ted,” he told the Star. 

“I have asked and hope to hold a 
meeting with Harlow BHS manage¬ 
ment. I will be pleased to meet or 
contact any BHS worker who has indi¬ 
vidual concerns.” 

In a letter written to the admin¬ 
istrators, he said: “Following the very 
disappointing news today about BHS, I 
was hoping that you could re-assure me 


about the efforts that will be made by 
your organisation to try and secure the 
future of the company and the jobs of so 
many people, a number of which are in 
my Harlow constituency.” 

BHS, which is located within the 
Harvey Centre, has been a fixture of 
town for many years but has seen it 
footfall decrease in recent months. 

On Tuesday, the Government’s busi¬ 
ness minister Anna Soubry said there 


were no plans to make immediate 
redundancies at BHS. 

She told MPs: “The clear message is 
that BHS is still open for business as 
usual. There are no plans for imme¬ 
diate redundancies or store closures. 

The decision by BHS to enter admin¬ 
istration puts 164 shops and almost 
11,000 jobs at risk. The administrators 
will now try to sell all or part of the 
business. 


Police force to 
feature in new 
fly-on-wall show 

THE work of Essex Police 
officers and staff is to be 
featured in a new TV 
documentary series on Sky One. 

Camera crews have been 
filming around the county since 
February for the programme, 
called The Force, which is due 
to be broadcast later this year. 

It will feature a range of 
different emergency calls and 
situations which officers face on 
a daily basis. 

The constabulary previously 
featured in three series of the 
Channel Five programme Police 
Interceptors. Filming for that 
ended in 2010. 

Gareth Nicholson, head of 
communications at Essex 
Police, said: “We got a call from 
the production company and 
they thought that Essex Police 
had a particular set of 
challenges which they found 
interesting. 

"It is about how we are coping 
with an increased demand for 
policing, how we cope with the 
size of the county, having 
international airports and both 
rural and urban areas.” 

He added: “We get an awful lot 
of requests for documentaries - 
a couple every week - so we will 
only say yes if we think it is 
something that will help the 
public understand how we 
spend our time.”

THERE has been an awful lot of press 
regarding the legal requirement of 
microchipping dogs which we see as 
a positive step forward. But is not 
only dogs that you should get 
microchipped. 

This is Brenda, who came into our 
care more than eight months ago 
with an underarm collar injury. 

This type of injury is very common 
and unfortunately we see examples 
on a weekly basis. We think in 
Brenda’s case she had slipped her 
arm through the collar and become 
stuck, leaving her with a hole under 
her armpit about the size of a lOp 
pence piece. 

We would never advise anyone to 
put a collar on a cat. A microchip will 
not only allow lost pets to find their 



way home but also prevent the 
horrific injures collars can cause. 

Over the past eight months we have 
tried everything we could to heal the 
wound but as is common with collar 
injuries it would simply not heal. 

After Brenda’s ordeal it was 
decided that the only way to save her 
was to operate. This involved 
transplanting a flap of skin from her 


side with its own blood supply to 
under her front arm. It was an 
incredibly delicate procedure; Brenda 
was on the operating table for just 
over three hours and was left with 
more than 300 stitches. 

The cost of this procedure is 
usually around £1,200 but due to the 
unbelievable generosity of the 
Pauline Sell veterinary practice in 
Hatfield Heath, Brenda was operated 
on last week. Pauline kindly donated 
her time and use of her operating 
facilities which meant we were able 
to fund her treatment as a branch. 

It is only through continuing 
donations that we are able to save 
little cats like Brenda. This can be

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A BUGGY walk organised by a 
mother whose baby was born 
seven weeks prematurely has 
raised a staggering £15,000 for 
the neonatal intensive care 
unit at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

More than 140 mums joined 
Lauren Alston for the five- 
mile sponsored walk at the 
Lea Valley White Water 
Centre on Sunday. 

“I’m completely ecstatic 
and money keeps dripping 
in,” said mum-of-two Lauren, 
whose daughter Isabelle was 
cared for in the NICU after she 
was born by emergency 
caesarean section at PAH last 
year. 

“The response has been 
amazing. The last few days 
I’ve been thanking people and 
everyone has been saying it 
was a great day. It went better 
than I expected.” 

Care 

She organised the walk as a 
way of thanking staff in the 
unit for the care and support 
they gave her and her 
daughter. 

Jamie Pring, fundraising 
co-ordinator for the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital’s Charity, 
said the money would make a 
huge difference to the neonat¬ 
al unit. 

“It’s gone beyond 
everything we expected,” he 
said. “When I first met Lauren

she was saying she’d raise a 
few hundred pounds but then 
it started growing and I told 
her she was going to raise a lot 
more than that. 

“They’ve done such a fant¬ 
astic job. There are so many 
things the unit are going to be 
able do with the money.” 

Mr Pring said the money 
would go towards the renov¬ 
ation of the hospital’s breast 
feeding room as well as a baby 
transport kit which can cost 
£70,000.

MP votes with Government to defeat Syria child refugee proposal 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
voted with the Government to 
defeat a move to allow 3,000 
unaccompanied child 

refugees entry to the UK from 
Europe. 

Labour peer Lord Dubs, 
who put forward the proposal, 
compared it to the Kinder- 
transport scheme which 


enabled children to escape 
Nazi-controlled areas of 
Europe before the Second 
World War. 

However, the motion was 
defeated by 294 votes to 276 on 
Monday after ministers said it 
would only encourage more 
refugees to head for Europe, 
preferring instead to admit 


youngsters from camps in and 
around Syria. 

Mr Halfon said he passion¬ 
ately believed the UK had a 
duty to help people suffering 
as a result of civil war in Syria 
and was proud of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s humanitarian 
effort to help refugees. 

This included support for a 


resettlement scheme focused 
on the children at risk in the 
Middle East and north Africa, 
the allocation of millions of 
pounds to help refugees and 
the launch of the Syrian Vul¬ 
nerable Person Resettlement 
Scheme to resettle 20,000 
people over the course of the 
current Parliament. 


He said help should be con¬ 
centrated on children in 
refugee camps around Syria 
as they were suffering the 
most could not travel. 

“I am proud of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s humanitarian 
effort to help Syrian refugees 
and I think this is the right 
way forward,” he added.

Complaints 
about PAH 

SIR, After reading letters from 
people praising Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, I am writing 
to express views on how my 
elderly father has been treated. 

In September 2014 he was 
admitted to a ward. While there 
he was not helped to the toilet 
and told to wet himself while in 
bed as it would be cleaned up 
later. As a result he got a urinary 
infection. 

When he tried to go to the 
toilet on his own as he didn’t 
want to do that again he had a 
fall. 


In December 2014 he was 
admitted to a different ward. It 
was in a terrible mess and again 
we had cause to complain. In 
this ward there were rusty cages, 
dirty linen, equipment left in the 
corridor blocking the way and 
patient notes let out in the 
corridor so anyone could just 
pick them up, I also was witness 
to a patient’s blood spilled on the 
floor but not cleaned up for 
hours. 

The next time my father was 
admitted to the hospital he had 
another fall, leaving his arm 
swollen and bruised. 

On his last stay on the stroke 
ward he called for help to go to 
the toilet but no one came and he 
soiled himself. 

We wrote to the hospital after 
making another verbal 
complaint but after 11 days I was 
told I couldn’t make one without 
my father’s consent. This was 
done but it took 80, yes 80, days 
to get a reply when the the 
standard that is set is 25 days. 

Just last year the chief 
executive said PAH was bucking 
the trend as complaints were 
going down. I wonder if this is 
because verbal complaints like 
the ones we made are just 
ignored. 

Just recently my father was 
sent home from A&E without the 
right equipment which he had to 
source himself having been told 
what he needed by a carer. 

I feel an investigation needs to 


be carried out by the Care 
Quality Commission into the 
hospital’s practises. I also think 
the chief executive or the head of 
nursing, whom I also spoke to, 
should offer their resignations 
and be replaced with people who 
are capable of putting 
meaningful changes into place.

A CHARITY which collects and 
distributes football kits to under¬ 
privileged children across the 
world is urgently appealing for 
extra storage space in Harlow 
after a surge in donations of shirts 
and sports items. 

KitAid, which is based across 
the county border in are based in 
Hertfordshire and is supported by 
former England manager Gra¬ 
ham Taylor, has sent more than 
325,000 items to soccer-mad chil¬ 
dren in Africa, Asia and South 
America since it was founded in 
1998. 

But recently the charity has 
been targeted by thieves who have 


broken into its storage container. 

“Fortunately the container was 
empty and the criminals efforts 
were in vain, but they have caused 
damage and this will also mean 
that we incur costs to move the 
container,” said a spokesman. 
“It’s very frustrating but we will 
not let them win.” 

The charity now needs to find a 
more secure location and is 
appealing to companies in Harlow 
for help. 

“We use a Harlow-based courier 
company to collect kit from all 
over the country and we are 
ideally hoping to locate storage in 
the same area,” said KitAid 
founder Derrick Williams. 

“We really hope we can find a 
storage solution so we can send 


out even more kits to benefit chil¬ 
dren around the globe.” 

KitAid is hoping to find a secure 
warehouse which has access for 
deliveries on weekdays. Altern¬ 
atively, a secure location is sought 
where a container can be stored 
with access by couriers. 

“It would be devastating to have 
to turn down kit donations due to 
lack of storage,” said Mr Williams. 
“The more kit we can store, the 
greater number of kits we can 
send out to communities and 
youngsters who would never be 
able to afford to buy their own 
football shirts.”

Warning after ‘alarming’ 
increase in road deaths 


ROAD safety chiefs in Essex 
are urging drivers to stay 
focused after it was revealed 
there had been an “alarm¬ 
ing” rise in the number of 
deaths in accidents since the 
start of the year. 

Twenty-two people have 
died on the county’s high¬ 
ways since January and ini¬ 
tial findings of accident 
investigators indicate two 
main reasons - head-on col¬ 
lisions and loss of control. 

Detailed police investiga¬ 
tions are ongoing but 
research by the Safer Essex 
Roads Partnership shows 
that in-car distractions such 
as mobile phones, car radios, 
heating controls and passen¬ 
gers are the main contrib¬ 
utory factors in drivers 
losing concentration. 

Nicola Foster, chairman of 


Safer Essex Roads Partner¬ 
ship, said: “There really is no 
excuse for using a mobile 
phone whilst driving. The 
best way not to be distracted 
by your phone is to simply 
turn it off and put it out of 
sight.” 

She added: “Driving a car 
is a task which requires a 
driver’s full attention and 
you may also need to remind 
passengers about the risk.” 

Inspector Danny Parsons, 
of Essex Police’s casualty 
reduction section, added: 
“We will continue to enforce 
and educate drivers who are 
caught using any hand-held 
device. 

“We also urge passengers 
not to distract drivers whilst 
they are driving and to tell a 
driver to stop using a hand¬ 
held device if need be.” 


Thousands respond 
to fire consultation 

AN Essex-wide consultation which will 
help shape the future of the county’s fire 
service came to an end this week. 

Thousands of people have responded to 
the 12-week exercise launched by Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service after it 
put forward three options for change. 

The results will now be analysed and 
presented to members of the Essex Fire 
Authority who will then decide what the 
service needs to do to meet future chal¬ 
lenges in the face of ongoing funding 
cuts. 

Acting Chief Fire Officer Adam Eckley 
said: “The number of responses we have 
had has been nothing short of fantastic. 
Now work will begin to analyse the results 
before they are presented to the Essex Fire 
Authority for a decision in June.” 

■ Scores of protesters turned out to 
demonstrate their opposition to proposed 
cuts to the county’s fire service. The 
protest held in Chelmsford on Saturday 
was organised by Essex Fire Brigades 
Union. 


Mains burst floods homes 

A NUMBER of homes in the Berecroft area of Harlow 
were flooded and others left without water supplies 
after a main burst. 

The burst, which happened in the early hours of last 
Thursday, affected about 20 properties. 

Householders were offered support by Harlow Coun¬ 
cil, South Anglia Housing Association and Berecroft 
Residents’ Association while work to repair the dam¬ 
aged main was carried out by a team from Affinity 
water. 

Ward councillor John Strachan, who was contacted 
by householders when water started flooding their 
homes, said: “They were upset, scared and angry, but 
the community came together and everyone worked 
hard to help.” 

A spokseman for Affinity Water said: “We are sorry 
for the inconvenience caused and thank our customers 
for their patience during this incident.” 


Five accused of GBH 

FIVE men from Harlow accused of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent are to stand trial at 
Crown Court. 

All five - Daniel Lockett, 20, of Little Brays; 
Luke Martin, 18, of Joyners Field; Jordan Hinton, 
18, of The Briars; Craig Quennell, 20, of Long- 
banks, and Luke Quennell, 18, of Longbanks - are 
accused of assaulting Lewis Criddle in Market 
Square on September 4 last year. 

The accused were released on conditional bail 
when they appeared at Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court on Monday. The case was adjourned until 
May 23 for a plea and trial hearing at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on May 23. 

Barry Hargreaves, prosecuting, said the 19- 
year-old victim of the assault was kicked 
repeatedly during the attack and suffered head 
and facial injuries.

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Sad end for birds 
left to die in alley 

FIVE budgies dumped “like rubbish” 
in an alleyway have had to be put 
down. 

The birds were found huddled 
together in the alley off Rayfield, 
Epping, by a member of the public 
who took them home and contacted 
the RSPCA. 

Animal collection officer Lucy 
Fackerell said: “They were in a really 
bad way. One had a severe growth on 
its eye and a nasty infection, another 
was paralysed and couldn’t stand and 
the others were also suffering from 
sores and suspected French molt 
which causes their feathers to fall 
out.” 

The birds were taken to a vet but 
were in such a poor state the decision 
was taken to put them to sleep. “They 
were clearly suffering and had been 
neglected for some time before being 
dumped like rubbish,” said Lucy. 

It is the second incident of budgies 
being dumped in the alley this year. 
Four birds found there in February 
also had to be put down. 

“We don’t believe it’s a 
coincidence,” said Lucy. “We believe 
someone purposefully dumped them 
there on both occasions.”

SCORES of runners from across the Star 
patch pounded the streets of the capital on 
Sunday as they took part in the London 
Marathon. 

Almost 40,000 runners lined up for the 
event, which was started by British astro¬ 
naut Major Tim Peake on board the Inter¬ 
national Space Station. 

Father and son Nigel and Samuel Taylor, 
of Burley Hill, Harlow, crossed the fin¬ 
ishing line together in a time of six hours 
and 58 minutes, despite Samuel suffering 
an injury to his knee at four miles. 

“It was certainly a day to remember,” 
said Nigel, 47. “All was going well until 
mile four when Samuel’s knee went. He 
was in severe pain to the point of hardly 
being able to walk. 

“We saw six St John Ambulance stations, 
got him strapped up, iced up and he never 
gave up. He could have easily pulled out but 
refused. He’s a real hero.” 

The pair raised more than £4,300 for 
Leukaemia CARE. 

Craig Clarke, who ran the Paris Mara¬ 
thon last year, finished the London event in 
four hours, 36 minutes and 56 seconds. 

He was running in memory of his 19- 
year-old cousin Darren, who died from a 
rare form of bone cancer. Craig raised 
£5,000 for the Teenage Cancer Trust by 
completing both marathons. 

Harlow Running Club members Paul 
Schroder, 35, and Wendy Spring, from 
Copse Hill, raised £1,455 for VICTA which 
supports parents of blind children. 

They both secured personal bests, with 
Paul finishing in three hours, 58 minutes 
and 45 seconds and Wendy in four hours, 21 
minutes and 24 seconds. 


Mick Maddams, 43, from Church Langley, 
completed the marathon for the second time 
- his first was in 2003 - in a little under four 
hours. He was running for CLIMB, a charity 
for children born with metabolic diseases, 
and raised more than £2,000. 

Catherine Ridge finished in three hours, 
58 minutes and 45 seconds. So far she has 
raised £1,117 for inclusive drama group 
Razed Roof. 

She said: “I did it, I achieved my goal of 
running the London Marathon in under 
four hours and I enjoyed nearly every 
minute!” 

Robyn Fryer ran for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital and raised £3,315. She finished in 
five hours, two minutes and 50 seconds, 


running in memory of her sister Megan, 
who passed away at just 13 days old. 

Sean Williams, 41, of Joyners Field, fin¬ 
ished in four hours and 42 minutes to raise 
£1,086 for the Williams Day Unit at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Father and daughter Jeffery and Katie 
Lilley finished together in four hours and 38 
minutes. They raised £1,000 for Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Chris Sayer crossed the finishing line in 
five hours and 20 minutes, a time which 
pleased him as he only took up running in 
January. He raised more than £1,000 for 
Children with Cancer UK. 

Brothers Richard and Mark Bellworthy 
both completed their first marathon.

The woman has what the 
victim described as dark skin and is 
believed to have been wearing a 
Superdry coat. All were in their late 20s.

CHILDREN and staff of a Harlow 
primary school united in pink to 
support a six-year-old pupil who 
had cancer. 

Everyone at Cooks Spinney 
Primary Academy, in Cooks Spin¬ 
ney, took past in the dress-up day, 
oaying £1 to Children’s Cancer and 
geukaemia Group which suppor¬ 
ted Year 1 pupil Ava McCarthy. 

Mum Kerry, 35, of Felmongers, 
Harlow, said: “They turned the 
school pink on what was the third 
year anniversary of her remission 
date. It was absolutely huge for us. 
The whole school got involved in 
this celebration.” 

Takings from the pink day 
raised £450 while Chris McCarthy, 
Ava’s father, will add to the total 
with his takings from his London 
Marathon run. 

Ava also has a younger brother 
Aston, who is four years old. 

Kerry said: “Ava had stage three 
Wilms’ Tumour [also known as 
nephroblastoma] which is a can¬ 
cer of the kidneys. This is a favour¬ 
able cancer but it is complicated 
because she has a rare cell make¬ 
up. Once doctors had worked out 
what was going on Children’s Can¬ 
cer and Leukaemia Group looked 


around Europe to find the best 
place for treatment for us. 

“They found that to be Adden- 
brookes Hospital in Cambridge 
which fortunately for us is quite 
near. Her last treatment was just 
after her third birthday and she is 
now six.” 

Ava’s cancer is now in remission 
but her parents and school are 
keeping a careful eye on her devel¬ 
opment. Wilms’ Tumour has 
affected her bone density and 


physical development, although 
Kerry said she has recently had a 
growth spurt. 

“The school were incredible 
with their support,” she said. “ As 
well as decorating the school they 
had a special assembly for Ava. 
Everyone was wearing pink 
clothes, pink football kits and 
some of the teachers were even 
wearing pink feather boas.” 

Headteacher Neil Stirrat said: 
“We could do this as an annual 


event. Ava’s family approached us 
to do some kind of fundraiser to 
give something back for the char¬ 
ity and we thought we’d go one 
better and do a whole day ded¬ 
icated to her. 

“It was great to have everyone 
dressed up and getting into the 
spirit.”

Building will accommodate St Clare’s expanding teams

A NEW building which will be 
used to accommodate clinical and 
support service teams has opened 
at St Clare Hospice.

this new building, going some 
way to repaying the kindness 
which they have shown to fam¬ 
ilies in our local community 
across three decades.” 

Hospice chief executive Tanya 
Curry said: “The Taylor Centre 
will provide much-needed space 
to accommodate its expanding 
teams across both clinical and 
support service.” 


“Over the past 25 years we have 
cared for thousands of local 
people with life-limiting illnesses 
and their families, but with more 
people in need of our care and an 
ageing population we know 
demand for our services will con¬ 
tinue to increase,” she said.

“There are songs about getting 
older, about your body shape 
changing.” She looks at her body 
and smiles; “Yes, it’s getting 
rounder. 

“And I love the fact this show 
reminds everyone that the 
menopause makes you emotional. 


I’m now tearing up over nothing at 
all, and I’m not an emotional 
person.” 

Linda Nolan has toured with 
Menopause for three months in 
Ireland. 

“The timing is great for this 
show,” she maintains. “Women just 
seemed to be desperate for a great 
night out and enjoy 23 songs such 
as I Will Survive, but re-written 
with comedy lyrics. 

“And it doesn’t make light of the 
menopause, rather it shows you can 
tackle the likes of raging hot sweats 
with humour and honesty. I 


certainly don’t mind anyone 
knowing I have to have fans in my 
dressing room, even when it’s cold. 

“But what’s really great about 
this show is that women come up to 
you and say ‘Thank you for making 
it okay to be over 50.’ 

Linda adds, laughing; “And if 
men do come to the show, they will 
understand why their wife, on 
occasion, has tried to kill them.”

love Pinter. He writes 
fantastic plays about 
fascinating people,” said 
Dolleen Howlett. The 
Canadian, who now calls 
Harlow home, will direct Betrayal 
at Victoria Hall Theatre from 
Wednesday, May 4 to Saturday, May 
7. 

Harold Pinter has never written 
anything simpler, sadder or 
funnier than Betrayal. A small cast 
of four from Harlow Theatre 
Company is rising to the 
challenge. 

Dolleen said the dark tale of an 
adulterous love triangle was an 
exciting project for her directorial 
debut. 

“It is a real opportunity for me 
and the actors to explore his 
ideas,” said the 41-year-old. 

“The story is told in reverse. As 
the narrative flows backwards, the 
secrets and lies become more 
exposed.” 

The opening seen of the play is 
set in 1977, the year before it 
premiered and became one of the 
most popular in London. 

Adulterous lovers Emma and 
Jerry are meeting two years after 
their affair has ended. During the 
nine scenes of the play, the 
audience is taken back two years 


at a time. The non-linear narrative 
follows all states of the affair and 
ends at the beginning - in the 
house of Emma and Robert, who 
are a married couple. Jerry is the 
best friend of Robert. 

“It has been a challenge to 
recreate because it is a challenging 
play,” added Dolleen. 

“But we were looking for a 
challenge and we all love rising to 
it.” 

Harlow Theatre Company 
regular Alyssa Upton takes the 
role of Emma. Leo Appleton, 
playing Robert, is newer to the 
HTC fold while Kevin Smith, as 
Jerry, makes his debut with the 
company. 

These three actors take 95 per 
cent of the dialogue while Paul 
Stephenson has a few lines playing 
a waiter. The length of the play 
means the cast have had a lot to 
learn, especially as they have only 
been rehearsing since the 
beginning of March. 

Dolleen said the mixture of 
experience in the company and 
elsewhere has helped the cast to 
gel and bring fresh ideas to the 
stage. 

“They have been brilliant,” she 
said. “I have exactly what I was 
asking for. It has been a great 


collaboration with the actors going 
back and forth through their lines. 

“They are so willing to listen. 
Sometimes in rehearsal I will stop 
the narrative and then ask to cast 
to continue in character. They 
have got on brilliantly.” 

A teacher by profession, Dolleen 
has been part of Harlow Theatre 
Company for 10 years taking roles 
on stage and behind the scenes. 

She has long been an admirer of 
Pinter and jumped at the chance to 
take the rains for the first time 
with Betrayal. 

“All of Pinter’s plays are set in a 
darker version of society, there are 
never nice people involved,” she 
laughed. 

“They all loosely have their 
reasons for doing what they do. 
They don’t think they are 
unlikeable but they know exactly 
what they are doing.” 

Harlow Playhouse is staging 
another Pinter play The Birthday 
Party around the same time and 
there is a mutual agreement that it 
is hard to pigeon hole his works. 

Specifically about Betrayal, 
Dolleen said: “It has got a little bit 
of everything. It is sad, it is very 
dark but there is comedy in there 
too. 


“It is not a laugh out loud play, 
but you can find the situations 
quite humorous rather than 
laughing at the jokes. It is hard to 
pin point it. I would not like to say 
it is just a dark comedy.” 

What will a 2016 Harlow 
audience make of it? 

Dolleen continued: “I think 
anyone can connect with it. It is 
about three people who are 
scheming and plotting against 
each other. It is engrossing how 
they play mind games.” 

Critics and audiences have now 
been enjoying Betrayal for nearly 
40 years. After release it won 
several major awards, including 
the Olivier Award for Best New 
Play and the New York Drama 
Critics' Circle Award. 

Dolleen is looking forward to 
performing it for a new audience. 
“It is one of my favourite Pinter 
plays, if not my favourite,” she 
said. “I have loved it since the first 
time I came across it.”

ivil War? Or Avengers 2.5? 
Maybe Avengers Disassemble 
or just Captain America v Iron 
Man? The third Captain 
America film could have had a 
variety of subtitles to try to capture the 
scale and ambition of the Russo brothers’ 
film and the fact that it involves most of 
the Avengers. 

With the second Cap film, The Winter 
Soldier, the Russos showed an assured 
touch producing one of the best Marvel 
Studio movies so far, a tense thriller that 
showed S.H.I.E.L.D. had been infiltrated 
then torn apart by the nefarious Hydra 
organisation. This time the Russos are 
ripping apart the Avengers themselves; 
but at least they’re doing it in style. 

Civil War picks up on one of the 
enduring themes of superhero stories: 
Who watches the watchmen? Who is 
powerful enough to regulate the 
powerful? It’s a concern that harks back 
to that oft-repeated expression from 
Spider-Man’s origin story: With great 
power comes great responsibility. It is 
the same concern covered recently in 
Batman v Superman: Dawn Of Justice 
and it’s what the Avengers have to face 
up to in Civil War. 

After trashing large parts of New York 
and Washington in previous scraps, then 
razing a whole city in Sokovia in their 
last outing, the Avengers are being held 
to account for their actions and the 
consequences. 


Civil War starts off with an Avengers 
mission in Lagos as they track down top 
Hydra agent Crossbones. But instead of 
just shutting his operation down, there’s 
a terrible fallout from the mission 
leaving many innocent people dead. 

This event is the catalyst for the 
Sokovia Accords, with countries around 
the world demanding the Avengers come 
under the control of the UN. This 
demand is presented to the Avengers by 
William Hurt’s US Secretary of State, 
Thaddeus Ross, last seen as a scheming, 
blustering general in 2008’s Incredible 
Hulk. 

The superhero team are split about 
what to do, all with their own reasons for 
agreeing or disagreeing with regulation 
but events overtake their deliberations 
as a bomb attack on a UN meeting about 
the Accords in Vienna brings the Winter 
Soldier/Bucky Barnes (Sebastian Stan) 
back into the spotlight, suspected of 
being behind the attack which killed, 
among many others, the King of the 
mysterious African country of Wakanda. 

The simmering tension between the 
superheroes breaks out into open conflict 
as Captain America tries to track down 
his old friend Bucky to clear his name 
while Tony Stark/Iron Man is 
determined to bring him to justice and 
get the Accords signed. As the 
superheroes line up on opposite sides, 
Black Panther, Ant-Man and Spider-Man 
also enter the fray but their spectacular 
smackdown at an airport is only a 
skirmish in a bigger, broader battle. 

While last year’s Avengers: Age Of 
Ultron was a bit of a mess narratively, 
Civil War is a lot more focused and 
streamlined. There’s a lot going on and a 
lot of characters to handle in the Russos’ 
film but they do it with aplomb and 
everything serves the story; there’s a 
logical progression of character arcs and 
events which give the film real urgency 


and momentum. 

There are a number of spectacular 
set-pieces throughout the film - kinetic 
fight scenes, dizzying chases and that 
brilliant Team Cap v Team Iron Man 
showdown at Leipzig Airport - but the 
film is character-driven rather than a 
CGI feast. 

This is what makes this film (and the 
rest of the Marvel roster) work so well. 
It’s all about the characters, their 
emotions and dilemmas, and the 
dynamics between them. Central to it all 
are two pivotal relationships; the one 
between Captain America and Iron Man 
and the one between Steve Rogers and 
Bucky Barnes, two men out of time. It’s a 
strong emotional core which has us 
uncertain as to who we should be rooting 
for. 

Despite the super powers and special 
effects, what makes the Russo brothers’ 
film work so well is that it’s grounded in 
recognisable issues and problems. It’s a 
film about fantastical beings and 
amazing powers but it’s anchored to the 
real world. 

Civil War gives its weighty concerns - 
the consequences of superhero action - 
the right serious tone but leavens it with 
some great humour in which Spider-Man 
and Falcon give Iron-Man some 
competition for best one-liners. 

What’s more, it’s emotionally 
involving, outrageously entertaining and 
constantly thrilling. Marvel and the 
Russos have done it again. 

A humdinger of a superhero movie 
that doesn’t let spectacular action 
overwhelm the characters or the story.

Something funny 
about stumbling 
through life 


HEY say that if you don’t make mistakes, 
then you don’t make anything, and for 
Michael Fabbri to make comedy this 
rings true. 

The comedian, who will perform at Dunmow 
Comedy Club on Friday (May 6), admits that 
weakness makes for some of his best material. “I 
love weakness... I love my own weakness,” he 
says. 

But, in the notoriously unforgiving world of 
stand-up comedy, it’s thankfully true that most of 
Fabbri’s faults take place off stage. A lucky thing 
considering he supported Micky Flanagan on his 
“Out Out” tour that saw venues rapidly increase 
in size from town arts centres to the 
Hammersmith Apollo as Flanagan grew in fame. 

General clumsiness features in his shows, but 
its his living with dyslexia that comes into focus 
in his more recent material. His BBC Radio 4 
Dyslexicon, airing in coming weeks, is one to 
listen out for. 

In it, he talks about how he battles through life 
feeling trapped in the clutches of his condition. 
How can someone so eloquent suddenly fall so 
short when his condition comes to the fore? 

It’s an affliction which affects millions of people 
and, joking aside, it’s telling that only at the age 
of 39 has it seeped into his sets. His work at a job 
centre for eight years before breaking into 
comedy was another subject that wasn’t made 
funny in shows at the time. 

“I never had a single joke about working in a 
job centre when I was working there,” Michael 
said. “It was quite depressing, really. Not that it 


was a bad job, but it was only when I left that I 
started doing jokes about it. It’s the same with 
dyslexia. At school, I’d get bullied for it but years 
later you can look at it differently. 

“I talk about how spell check is a godsend, but 
at the same time, I’m so bad at spelling that the 
spell check just gives up. When it comes to 
dyslexia, I’m not short of things to talk about.” 

Turning bullies’ jibes into jokes to form a 
career is quite the turnaround. More general 
clumsiness also makes great material. 

Michael said: “I talk a lot about my own flaws. 
I’m generally quite mistake prone. Just getting the 
wrong end of the stick quite often. 

“I was at Jongleurs [the famous comedy club] in 
London for a gig.

LOVE farmers’ markets, so was pleased as 
punch when a monthly craft & farmers 
market popped up in my home town. 
Wandering around the market with my little 
basket, I tasted cheese, chatted to the local 
sellers and was reminded of bygone days - when 
food was grown, sourced and reared locally, by 
local people. 



This is how our grandparents brought groceries 
on a daily basis. But such produce seems to be a 
luxury to us nowadays. I know many would argue 
the produce at 
such markets 
can be 
overpriced 
compared to 
your local 
supermarket, 
but it’s vitally 
important to 
recognise the 
difference 
between the 
two. 

Much of our 
supermarket 
food is mass 
produced in 
factories, and 
crammed full 
with 

preservatives and (cheap) artificial ingredients to 
ensure a good profit. 


So while it may not be practical to buy from a 
farmers’ market on a daily basis, treating 
ourselves and our bodies to fresh, quality produce 
when we can, whilst also supporting the lifeblood 
of local family businesses, really is worth every 
penny, and it makes for a such lovely afternoon 
out! 


Here are some of my highlights ... 



Filippo’s - the cheese teller stall is a must for 
all cheese lovers. 

Together with his wife Mary, Filippo sources the 
most delicious, unusual cheeses from Italy and the 
UK, as well as cold meats and oils. 


After tasting one or two cheeses *ahem* (OK, it 
was several), I discovered a delicious cheese that 
was infused with truffle. Mary said it was 
delicious grated over scrambled egg - and she was 
so right. 


The spices from the The Spice Queen are 
simply delicious; she specialises in traditional 
quality spice mixes that are gluten free and 
vegetarian and I have given them as gifts to foodie 
friends on more than a few occasions. 

Next, I came across some beautiful works by 
local artists from the Bishop’s Stortford Art 
Society, which celebrated it’s 80th anniversary 
last year. 

Then Ralphy (my doggie, for those that don’t 
already know) discovered these wonderful wooden 
handcrafted pieces by this lovely gentleman, 
which including birdhouses, clocks and 
hand-carved doggie bowls (though Ralphy lost 
interest when he realised they were empty). 

All the tasting and shopping left me worn out, so 
it was time for a coffee and toastie break at 
Toastielicious, then like a magpie I was drawn to 
the gorgeous handmade trinkets from Yidan, at 
Silver Cave Designs.

Ladies from our craft club Cottage 
Crafters, also sell their handmade goodies on 
Yidan’s stall from time to time. 

Should you venture to the farmers market one 
afternoon, I promise you won’t be disappointed. 

Aside from the all the above, you’ll find so much 
more, including artisan home-baked goods, local 
honey and jams, fresh flower, craft stalls, fruit and 
veg.

Diggers launch £lm project at Harlow Cricket Club

TWO of Harlow’s main sports 
clubs have started their own 
major development projects as 
they enter critical phases which 
will make them the envy of clubs 
in Essex. 

The multi-million pound move 
for Harlow Rugby Club to Latton 
Farm got under way earlier this 
spring. 

At Marigolds in Chippingfield, 
home of Harlow Cricket Club and 
a venue where the sport was first 
played in 1774 during the reign of 
King George III, diggers moved in 
just over a fortnight ago at the 
start of a project which is costing 
nearly £1 million. 

The bulk of the money is being 
spent on a state-of-the-art club¬ 
house, which is so modern that it 
offers facilities that are not even 
available at Lord’s. 

Heart 

It is important because it puts 
the clubhouse right at the heart of 
the site and offers four large chan¬ 
ging rooms catering well for 
female teams and the disabled as 
well as the five adult men’s teams 
run at Harlow. 

Work on the project, which is 
being half funded by a £500,000 
grant from Sport England, is 
expected to be completed at the 
beginning of October. 

In a busy year for sports clubs, 
the Rams are also making pro¬ 
gress on their new site at Latton 
Farm off Second Avenue. 

They planted their grass seeds 
for the six pitches that the com¬ 
plex will be home to. 

Work on their clubhouse is set 
to start in the summer and could 
be completed in December. 

The move has been well doc¬ 
umented and stirred up a hornets’ 
nest among residents, particu¬ 
larly as the old site in Elizabeth 


Way will make way for a housing 
complex. 

Meanwhile, at the cricket club, 
the neighbours are probably quite 
pleased that the project will 
ensure there’s no housing con¬ 
structed on one of the biggest 
green spaces in Old Harlow. 

Workers are on site from 
Monday to Friday, laying the 
foundations for the huge struc¬ 
ture. 

The structure of the clubhouse 
will begin to dominate the com¬ 


plex in about six weeks’ time. 

Harlow Cricket Club president 
Alan Howick explained: “It’s a 
massive amount of money but it’s 
unique. Marigolds will be mag¬ 
nificent. The facility will be much 
better for everyone. We had to do 
it as we couldn’t survive with the 
limited facility we have got. 

“Cricket is expensive and this 
will generate more revenue. We 
are excited and proud to have got 
this far. 

“There’s a great sense of relief 


[that the work has now started]. 
“It’s just a shame it won’t be 


during the [2016] season, but we’ll 
be ready for the 2017 season.”
